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ENTON, TX: The word tragedy 

has become synonomous with 
the Von Erich family. In fact, it 
seems as if once every year, some 
horrible event occurs which tests the 
bind of this great wrestling clan. It 
was Kevin Von Erich who wrote in 
the February 1986 issue of Pro Wres- 
fling Illustrated, “tragedy has made 
my family stronger.” 

The first such tragedy occurred 
over 20 years ago when the oldest 
Von Erich brother, Jack, electrocuted 
himself. More recently, in 1984, the 
world mourned the death of David 
Von Erich. Last year, millions prayed 
as Mike Von Erich fought a battle 
with ' toxic shock syndrome, and 
won. Now, it’s Kerry, whose situa- 
tion actually is much better than it 
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might have been. At press time, Ker- 
ry was recuperating in Baylor Univer- 
sity Medical Center with a dislocated 
hip socket and a broken right ankle 
and foot. Sources speculate that he 
could be out several months to a 
year. 

Kerry, the number two contender 
to the World Class title and one of 
the most popular wrestlers in the 
country, suffered the injuries while 
riding his motorcyle just outside his 
hometown of Denton. Although de- 
tails are sketchy at this point, Kerry 
apparently was trying to pass a car. 
At the same time, a police car com- 
ing from the opposite direction 
made a left turn. Kerry tried to avoid 
a crash but ended up pinning his 
bike against the police car. 

No member of the Von Erich fam- 
ily was available for comment. How- 
ever, our sources inform us that Ker- 
ry’s injuries are not life threatening 
and that he should be able to return 
to the ring after a healing and reha- 
bilitation period. Tragedy has been 
averted for now, but one has to 
wonder whether there is a black 
cloud hanging over the Von Erich 
family.

And from Phylis Kerns of Balti- 
more: ‘‘The worst part is that Vince 
wants the fans to believe a wrestler like 
Jesse Barr can come into the WWF 
and he doesn’t ‘know’ who he is!” 

The irony of the situation is that the 
WWE is its own victim. Years ago, 
prior to the growth of cable-television, 
there were set regions for each federa- 
tion and wrestling fans knew little 
about areas outside their own, The 
WWE broke the territorial boundaries 
and other federations followed suit.

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Leaving one area for another can be a traumatic expe- 
rience for a wrestler. Especially if he has been very suc- 
cessful in the area he is leaving. His entire life is thrown 
into an upheaval; there are new promoters to deal with, 
new challenges to meet, and new fans to impress. Many 
wrestlers who have been successful in one area have been 
known to do very poorly once they arrive in a new 
territory. But that’s not the case with Cowboy Ron Bass, 
December's “Wrestler of the Month.”

E WROTE THOSE words nearly two years ago, 

after Ron Bass left Florida, journeyed north, and 
won the Mid-Atlantic title and, along with partner Black 
Bart, the Mid-Atlantic tag team belts. He held both titles 
for a short period of time and continued to wrestle suc- 
cessfully in the World Championship area. 

But in late April of this year, Bass decided that it was 
time to go home. He said he was returning to Florida 
armed with a battle plan: first, to win the Bahamas title 
from Tyree Pride and then to take the Southern champi- 
onship belt from Lex Lugar. 

Well, Ron Bass proved that you can go home again. On 
May 31, he won the Bahamian title from Pride, considered 
to be one of the top young wrestlers in the sport. And 
now, he has his sights set on Lex Lugar. 

It would be foolish to bet against his success. For the 
second time in less than two years, Ron Bass has success- 
fully handled the move from one region to another. He 
has met the challenges and, despite their hesitance, im- 
pressed the fans. Bass has done everything that could be 
asked of him and thus, for the second time, has been 
named “Wrestler of the Month” by the staff of Sports 
Review Wrestling. 

This puts Bass in rather distinguished company. In this 
decade, only Ric Flair, Jerry Lawler, Paul Orndorff, Kerry 
Von Erich, Harley Race, Greg Valentine, Nick Bockwinkel, 
David Von Erich, Sweet Brown Sugar, Bugsy McGraw, 
and Tommy Rich have repeated as “Wrestler of the 
Month.” 

Naturally, Bass greeted the news of his selection with 
more than a touch of sarcasm. “Surprised? I’m shocked,” 
said Bass. “The first time you guys gave me this award, | 
told my friends that it must have been a mistake. I hardly 
see a word about me in your rags. This is practically a 
miracle. | guess Lugar and Windham don’t get to vote, 
huh?” 

Bass’ return to Florida will give him ample opportunity 
to renew his feud with Barry Windham. This heated rival- 
ry peaked when Bass tied a saddle around Windham’'s 
back and rode him around the ring. Since then, Windham

has grown, both physically and as a wrestler. Bass, how- 
ever, figures to occupy most of his time by going after 
Lugar. 

“I haven't forgotten that little wimp Windham, and | 
hear his brother Kendall is also quite a piece of work,” 
said Bass. “Imagine, two Windhams to thrash. That should 
be fun! But 7 like to mess around with people more my 
size and that’s Lex Lugar. Anyway, he has what | want, 
and what I'm gonna get.” 

Bass has reason for his optimism. He's already defeated 
Pride, who holds a decision over Lugar back when Lugar 
was a rulebreaker, Pride had also beaten veteran Harley 
Race, so Bass won the Bahamas title from a tested cham- 
pion. In addition, Bass has the size to match up with the 
physically imposing Lugar. Bass weighs 265 pounds while 
Lugar checks in at 280 pounds. 

“I was very surprised when | heard that he. beat Tyree,” 
admitted Lugar. “Pride was one of the best wrestlers I've 
ever faced and I've heard he’s gotten even better. | don’t 
know much about Bass but I do know that I'll be ready 
for him.” *) 

Ready or not, Bass is a man who sets his goals and 
then achieves them. There are too many wrestlers, and 
athletes in general, who boast about their plans and end 
up laughingstocks when they fail. Bass is different. He said 
he was going to win the Mid-Atlantic title, and he did. He 
said that he was going to beat Tyree Pride, and he did. Is 
there any reason to believe that he won't succeed again? 

“Yes there is,” said ex-manager J.J. Dillon, who turned 
his back on Bass when the two were in the Mid-Atlantic. 
“People sometimes confuse luck for success and | think 
that’s what we have here. I recognized after a short period 
of time that Mr. Bass didn't have what it takes. Look at 
what he’s done. He made the logical step up from Florida 
to the Mid-Atlantic and the World Championship area. So 
then, you'd think the logical step would be to go after 
Flair’s title. But does: he? No. He runs back home because 
he knows that he doesn’t have what it takes.” 

That's one perspective, but Bass know that if he wins 
the Southern belt, he'll be in line for a shot at Ric Flair’s 
NWA title. So, while it might appear that Bass is running 
home, he is actually taking the shortest route to a match 
with Flair. 

“ Right now, I'm setting my sights on Lugar’s title,” said 
Bass, “but I've already beaten that Caribbean monkey 
Pride and he beat Lugar. So, I figure it should only be a 
matter of time. Then, I go after Flair. When I beat him 
and become the World Champion, what’s Dillon going to 
say. What are you guys gonna say?” 

Probably something along the lines of, “Congratulations 
again, Ron Bass, you're our ‘Wrestler of the Month." 0

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BILL DUNDEE 


s we go to press, Bill Dundee’s 
Mid-Southern heavyweight title is 
in jeopardy, facing a double threat 
from Buddy Landell and Jerry Lawler, 
both former tag-team partners. The 


reason stems from a_recent match, 
when referee Jimmy Jett was knocked 
unconscious and missed Dundee’s pin 
of Landell. When Jett recovered, he 
saw Landell holding Dundee in a fig- 
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ure-four leglock. Dundee submitted 
and Landell was awarded the title. 

But Dundee protested, claiming that 
he pinned Landell while Jett was un- 
conscious. After a brief meeting, Mid- 
Southern officials decided to hold up 
the title and ordered a “Coward 
Waves The Flag’’ match on June 9. 

This appeared to be the logical deci- 
sion, but a “Coward Waves The Flag’”’ 
match? Upon hearing about this, we 
rummaged through our files, searching 
in vain for any records of a previous , 
“Coward Waves The Flag” match. 
There were none; apparently this is an 
innovation of Mid-Southern officials. 
Dutch Mantell will be in Landell’s cor- 
ner and Rip Rogers in Dundee’s cor- 
ner, both holding flags. The only way 
for a wrestler to win is if the corner- 
man waves the flag. 

Innovative, yes, but Bill Dundee has 
his own ideas, The 215-pound veteran 
from Melbourne, Australia, is not par- 
ticularly fond of this match and sus- 
pects that Landell and Lawler are con- 
spiring with Mid-Southern officials to 
rob him of his title. Dundee and 
Lawler were once good friends but are 
now mortal enemies. Of course, Dun- 
dee and Landell turned on each other 
in a tag team match and are involved 
in a bloody feud. 

Outspoken and -not afraid of who he 
offends, Dundee discussed these and 
other recent events in an exclusive: in- 
terview with Sports Review Wrestling 
Assistant Editor Dave Rosenbaum. His 
words are sure to cause a furor in the 
Mid-Southern region, but that, after 
all, has become a Bill Dundee 
tradition.

Q: Bill, thanks for taking the time to 
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talk to us. We realize that you’ve 
had a rather hectic schedule recent- 
ly and you’re probably busy pre- 
paring for the “Coward Waves 
The Flag” match with Buddy 
Landell. 


: Actually, this whole “Coward 


Waves The Flag” crap wasn’t my 
idea at all. It’s something that 
Landell, Jett, and the Jerry Lawler- 
controlled Mid-Southern officials 
came up with to try and rob me of 
my title. You just watch. A breeze 
will make Rip’s (Rogers) flag move 
a fraction of an inch and they’ll 
give Landell my belt. 


: If I may be so bold, I think I 


detect a hint of paranoia on your 
part. 


: Paranoid? Who you calling para- 


noid? I’ve seen everything I have 
to see. I have my sources, and they 
all say that Lawler is in control of 
the Mid-Southern region. He’s like 
a god down here. Lawler this, 
Lawler that. It’s all I ever hear 
about! He decides who wrestles 
who and when. It’s another tribute 
to my amazing talent that despite 
this conspiracy, I’m still the Mid- 
Southern champion. Let me ask 
you one thing: have you ever heard 
of a “Coward Waves The Flag” 
match? 

No. 


: And has one ever been held 


before? 


: According to our records, no. 
: So this proves what I’ve been say- 


ing. It’s a conspiracy. 


: Everybody has his own views on 


what happened the night of June 2 
in the Mid-South Coliseum and 
I’m sure that you do to. Care to 
share them with us? 


: There’s only one proper view of 


what happened and this is it. I had 
Landell pinned and beaten. The 
match was over and I won, except 
the referee, this Jimmy Jett charac- 
ter, made believe that he was un- 
conscious and didn’t see what hap- 
pened. I’m sure he’s one of 
Lawler’s cronies. Well, I thought I 
had it won but then that sneaky 
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Landell put me in a figure-four 
and, naturally, Jett came back to 
life in time to see this. Amazing 
coincidence, isn’t it? Then, Jett de- 
cides that Landell won and gives 
him the title. Well, that didn’t last 
for long but they still didn’t make 
the right decision. The belt should 
have remained in my possession. 

; When you think about it, though, 
it really doesn’t matter. If you win 
the “Coward Waves the Flag” 
match, you'll have the belt, just 


like you did before. If you lose, 
Landell gets the title, anyway. Ac- 
tually, once a champion and chal- 
lenger step into the ring, it doesn’t 
really matter which one is which, 
does it? 


A: That may be stupidest question 


that I have ever heard. I’ve worked 
very hard to win the title and it’s 
rightfully mine. You’ve obviously 
never won anything important, so 
you wouldn’t know what I’m talk- 
ing about. The fact that Landell 
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and I will walk into the ring on 
equal terms is an affront to my 
standing as a champion. Of course 
it matters, you dimwit. 

Thank you for the kind words, 
Bill. Actually, it might be time to 
move on to another line of ques- 
tioning. You and Landell were 
longtime best friends and tag team 
partners and suddenly, in a matter 
of weeks, everything fell apart. In 
your mind, what happened? 


: A simple case of misjudging char- 


acter. Sometimes, it happens to 
even the best of us. I thought that 
Buddy Landell was an honest man, 
but apparently I was wrong. For 
weeks before the tournament in 
Memphis, we were missing tags, 
running into each other, and it 
seemed as if our opponents were 
always aware of our next move. 
Well, I put two and two together 
and realized that Landell had be- 
come a double-agent, of sorts. 


: A double-agent? 
: Exactly. Lawler had bought him 


off, too. He was trying to sabotage 
us. Well, I decided that this had

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gone far enough so when the right 
opportunity came up, I took ad- 
vantage. The last straw was when 


Landell let Lawler get loose. That 
confirmed what I already knew. 

: So you pulled out a chain and beat 
Landell. 

: And a glorious moment it was, my 
declaration of independence. From 
that moment on, it was war with 
Buddy Landell. He has nowhere to 
hide, nowhere to run to. Nobody 
can save him. Buddy Landell is my 
personal whipping boy. I will teach 
him a lesson he’ll never forget. 

: One question that immediately 
pops into my mind is why would 
Lawler want to buy off Buddy 
Landell? After all, the two were 
mortal enemies and  Landell 
wouldn’t seem to serve any pur- 
pose to Lawler, unless he was try- 
ing to soften you up.

HE GOAL WAS the first-ever Uni- 

versal Wrestling Federation title 
and $100,000 in cash, but to win, a 
wrestler had to survive four grueling 
matches against some of the most 
rugged competition in the world. Cer- 
tainly, the UWF is not the best-known 
of the major federations, but it could 
be the toughest. The UWF’s single 
elimination tournament at the Sam 
Houston Coliseum proved this. 

Ted DiBiase flew in from Japan for 
the tourney but played his most im- 
portant role after he was eliminated. 
The Freebirds, former World Class 
six-man tag team champions, proved 
that teamwork can pay off, even in a 
singles match. And Gen. Skandor Ak- 
bar showed how even the most inge- 
nious wrestling mind can sometimes 
backfire. 


The tournament became necessary 
when the Mid-South changed its 
name to the UWF and Hacksaw Jim 
Duggan’s heavyweight title was re- 
tired. Duggan returned to try to re- 
gain the title, along with Buddy Rob- 
erts, Michael Hayes, Terry Gordy, 
Jack Victory, Kamala, Steve Williams, 
DiBiase, Buzz Sawyer, and six more 
of the finest wrestlers in the area.

AGREE THAT dogs possess 
something very like a conscience. 
—Charles Darwin 

Could Darwin have been refer- 
ring to The British Bulldogs? Dar- 
win came along well before the as- 
cent of Davey Boy Smith and 
Dynamite Kid and the descent of 
Brutus Beefcake and Greg Valen- 
tine, but after all, the personality of 
the dog hasn’t changed over the 
years. They are among the most 
loyal of animals: true to the core 
and faithful to the very end. 

The name fits. There’s certainly a 
bit of dog in The British Bulldogs, 
probably the most honest tag team 
in wrestling, two men who wrestle 
by the book and rely on scientific 
skills to defeat their opponents. 

Even the addition of manager 
Lou Albano, once one of the most 
hated men in wrestling, wasn't 
enough to change their style. In- 
stead, Albano helped instill the kill- 
er instinct, that one missing ingredi- 
ent that the Bulldogs needed to win 
the WWF tag team belts. Still, the 
Bulldogs have stuck to what got 
them there in the first place: hones- 
ty, hard work, and scientific wres- 
tling in its purest sense. 


But there’s only one problem ...

One would hardly expect a strict 
scientific wrestler to take chances. 
The scientific style is built around 
the laws of probability, calculatingly 
wearing down an _ opponent 


through a series of well-planned 
and executed maneuvers. To lose 
control is to lose the match. 

Usually, it’s the brawlers who are 
reckless and adopt a win at any 
cost attitude. Roddy Piper, one of 
the top stars in the WWF, is willing 
to take five blows just to land one. 
It's a chance he takes. Hulk Hogan, 
the WWF champion, takes a beat- 
ing in nearly every match but ex- 
pects as much as the price for his 
roughhouse style. 

And then, there’s The British 
Bulldogs, scientific wrestlers who 
break the mold of caution. In the 
tag team title bout at WrestleMania 
2, Davey Boy Smith whipped Greg 
Valentine toward his own corner 
where Dynamite Kid leveled him 
with a headbutt as he came in full 
speed. Smith fell on Valentine for 
the pin and The British Bulldogs 
won the title. The other conse- 
quence was obvious: Smith was just 
as likely to get knocked out by Val- 
entine and thereby lose the match. 

Wrestlers are expected to take 
chances on the way up: Usually, it’s 
the only way to get to the top. A 
contender has nothing to lose. A 
champion is risking his title. Once 
he gets to the top, a more cautious 
style is usually adopted. In the case 
of The British Bulldogs, this isn’t 
true. With nothing to gain, and ev- 
erything to lose, the Bulldogs are 
trying to attain that which isn't 
there.

“These guys might be a little too 
honest for their own good,” said 
one WWF observer. “There comes 
a time when you have to fight fire 
with fire. When a man is coming at 
you with a gun, you don’t try to 
charge him, you pull a gun. I’m not 
sure that the Bulldogs are willing to 
pull that gun and it could get them 
in trouble.” 

He could be right, because if The 
British Bulldogs come under the 
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Bulldog excellence in high-flying action: Davey Boy Smith delivers a perfectly-executed 


cross-bodyblock to the back of Jim Neidhart. The Bulldogs’ willingness to use such high- 
risk maneuvers, however, may one day be the key to their downfall. 


category “other dogs,” Valentine 
and Beefcake, Nikolai Volkoff and 
The Iron Sheik, Jim Neidhart and 
Brett Hart, fall under the category 
“fox-terriers.” 

The fact is, for all of The British 
Bulldogs’ ability, they’re either inca- 
pable of or unwilling to get down 
and dirty. Cheating is not a part of 
their game plan. Injuring their op- 
ponents is not the key. This style is 


rare in professional wrestling and 
certainly a virtue. But what hap- 
pens when your opponents know 
every rulebreaking technique in the 
book? 

The difficulty of defeating The 
British Bulldogs in a scientific match 
has become apparent to most every 
contender to the WWF tag team 
throne. Volkoff and The Iron Sheik,

today, he was back home enjoying all 
the comforts of his sprawling duplex 
and using the time to reflect on his 
current state of affairs.

cupying most of Blanchard’s time. 

“Tt don’t think he understands the 
difference between wrestling on your 
own and wrestling in tag teams, and 
I'm sure as hell gonna teach him,” said 
Blanchard as he walked from the 
kitchen of his sprawling duplex. “Its a 
joke. Morton thinks he can beat the 
World champion and Gibson thinks he 
can beat me. Well, here’s where we 
separate the men from the boys. Split 
The Rock ’n’ Roll Express into two 
and you end up with nothing.” 

Blanchard switched on his VCR and 
settled back. “Have a seat,” he offered. 
“T have something to show you. Me 
and Gibson just the other night. I call 
this, ‘Tully Mashes Gibson, Part I, and’ 
you'll see why. I think you'll enjoy this, 
if you like to see blood pouring from a 
Rock ’n’ Rollers face.” 

The tape showed Gibson taking 
control of the match early with a series 
of well-timed aerial maneuvers. Then, 
suddenly, disaster struck. Gibson 
soared off the top rope to apply the 
finishing touches on a fallen Blan- 
chard, but Tully rolled aside. Gibson 
came down hard onto the mat and the 
momentum shifted to Blanchard.

grabbed Gibson by the hair, tossed 
him head first into the tumbuckle, 
then flipped his helpless foe over the 
top rope and down onto the ring 
apron. 

Instead of waiting for Gibson to re- 
turn, Blanchard went after his hated 
rival. He smashed Gibson’s head into 
the outer ringpost, opening a five-inch 
gash on his forehead. Blanchard then 
did something very uncharacteristic. He 
walked away, leaving Gibson bloody 
and helpless on the concrete floor. 
Why did he do it? Why didn’t Blan- 
chard take advantage of Gibson’s help- 
less position? He certainly had his 
chance, and Blanchard has never 
lacked the killer instinct. 

“I know what you're going to ask 
me,” Blanchard said as he flipped off 
the television, “and the answer is quite 
simple. First of all, the crowd wasn’t 
big enough. When I mutilate Gibson, 
its gonna be in front of 15,000

two or three thousand. Second, the ref 
had already disqualified me. I want to 
pin Gibson, then beat his face in.” 
Blanchard laughed. “Pretty boy, isn’t 
he?” Blanchard asked with more than 
a touch of derision. “The little girls 
love him, the little boys love him, the 
parents love him. Just the kind of guy 
you want to bring home to mamma, 
huh? He plays that stupid music and 
dances into the ring with his fairy god- 
mother Morton and the fans go crazy. 
I can guarantee one thing, though. 


The fans won’t cheer when I mangle 
his face.” ; 

The dark-haired Blanchard had an 
evil look of determination on his face. 
In his nine-year career, Blanchard has 
had more than his share of failures, 
but never for lack of effort. Certainly, 
there are many people who look down 
upon his lifestyle, saying that he lives it 
up too much to be successful. But 
Blanchard has proven the critics 
wrong. Now, he has a chance to do it 
again. 

“Gibson again tonight,” Blanchard 


announced. “Biggest fairy I’ve ever 
seen in my entire life. You know, | first 
met him when he came to the NWA. 
Somebody introduced us and I knew 
right away that he’d never make it. I 
was right.” 

Right? That’s all a matter of opin- 
ion, but by virtually any standards, 
Robert Gibson has made it in the 
NWA. Combined with Rick Morton, 
The Rock ’n’ Roll Express has quickly 
became the most popular tag team in 
the country and as of this writing, were 
the number two contenders to the 
NWA World tag team title. Recently, 
however, Morton has become em- 
broiled in a heated feud with Ric Flair 
and Gibson has gone out on his own 
while his partner guns for the NWA 
World championship, 

Gibson originally planned to stay in 
shape and keep active while Morton 
went after Flair’s title, but make no 
mistake about his intentions now. He 
sorely wants to destroy Blanchard. Gib- 
son is known as a hard worker, both 
inside and out of the ring, and it both- 
ers him that Blanchard has such a 
blase attitude toward training. If noth- 
ing else, Gibson has proven his ability 
to get down in the trenches with the 
National champion and brawl it out. 

“That’s one thing I wanted to 
prove,” said Gibson. “I know the other 
night I got into a little trouble outside 
the ring, but I’m none the worse for 
wear and I know why. See those doors 
over there. Those doors lead to the 
training room and that’s the key to my 
success.” 

Gibson stood up and walked toward 
the weight room. “We have a match 
tonight and I bet I know what Blan- 
chard’s doing right now,” said Gibson. 
“He's probably sitting in front of a TV 
set, fighting off a hangover, with no 
thoughts at all about wrestling me. I 
guarantee that I’m right.” 

Well, right is all a matter of opinion, 
after all. Television, yes and the hang- 
over is just in the developmental 
stages. But Robert Gibson has been 
on Blanchard’s mind a lot these days. 
He has these thoughts of silencing the 
fans and restructuring Gibson’s face.

My primary concem 
is success, not friendship, but I’ve 
allowed my guard down a little. 
And the fans are responding. I ap- 
preciate their support but am in no 
way dependent on it. 

“Hiro Matsuda taught me to rely 
on nothing except my own in- 
stincts. That is how I remain.” 

The biggest change in Lugar’s 
career has nothing to do with the 
fans. It has to do with men who, 
until recently, listed Lugar among

their own. The Florida rulebreak- 


ers are a clannish group, prefer- 
ring their own company to the ex- 
clusion of everyone else. They are 
feeling the sting of Lugar’s ‘‘defec- 
tion” and have issued wamings to 
their former colleague to rethink 
his strategy. 

“I got a telegram from Oliver 
Humperdink the other day,” Lugar 
said, “threatening to blow me out 
of the ring if I didn’t come back 
into the fold.” 
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The fold, managed by Humper- 
dink, includes Kendo Nagasaki 
and the White Ninja, although Ron 
Bass is also rumored to belong. “I 
torched the damn thing and sent 
Humperdink back the ashes 
C.O.D.,” Lugar continued. 

“He will die a painful death,” 
thundered the portly Humperdink, 
confirming Lugar’s words. ‘No 
one shows disrespect toward Sir 
Oliver Humperdink. He will kiss 
my ring and lick my boots before 


my men are through with him.” 

The image of‘Lugar kissing any- 
one’s boots is, to say the least, an 
unlikely one. “I’m not saying there 
is nothing that can scare me,” Lu- 
gar deadpanned, “but that thing is 
certainly not Oliver Humperdink 
and that pair Oriental geeks.” 

Lugar’s own oriental influence 
has lessened appreciatively as of 
late. No longer is Hiro Matsuda his 
day-to-day manager. That role, 
along with the office of business 
manager, is now under the auspic- 
es of Bob Roop. According to both 
parties, the split was amicable. 

“T have taught Lex Lugar all he 
needs to know,” Matsuda said, 
careful to make the point that 
there are still things that still does 
not know. “I have equipped him 
with all he needs to become 
World champion. I am with him in 
spirit. He knows I am here if he 
needs further guidance. 

“I don’t suspect the charge of 
Oliver Humperdink will cause Lex 
Lugar any trouble. He has been 
fashioned for bigger battles than 
Mr. Humperdink can offer.”

; ; (Had the Warriors been upset in that 
The Road Warriors final round, it is likely that T.A. and Gar- 
vin would have received a Top 10 tag team ranking, at least for that 
month, As it says above the Top 10 and Tag Team ratings, “Ratings 
are based on won-lost records for the past month, quality of opposi- 
tion, and the inherent skill of each wrestler.” A victory in the 
Crockett Cup tournament over the number one team in the sport 
not only would have given T.A. and Garvin a Top 10 ranking, but 
probably would have knocked the Warriors out of the number one 
spot as well. As we noted in last month's “Ratings Analysis,” the 
editors have been poised to bump Hawk and Animal down a notch 
or two. But the Warriors’ win in New Orleans, coupled with their 
recent six-man title victory with Dusty Rhodes over Ivan and Nikita 
Koloff and Baron Von Raschke in Baltimore, have cemented their 
hold on number one—for now. But the Tag Team ratings are based 
on U.S. competition for the past month. Hawk and Animal are soon 
headed to Japan for several weeks, and their inactivity in the States 
may serve to nudge them from the number one spot. We'll see.] 


® From Marvin Hayes, Houston: “| strongly disagree with World 
Class wrestling’s recent decision to declare ‘Revolting’ Rick Rude a 
world champion. For one thing, he has virtually no competition. 
Except for the Von Erichs and Bruiser Brody, the area is full of no- 
talent bums. Fritz Von Erich is retired, Gino Hernandez is dead, and 
Chris Adams will never be 100 percent again. S 

“What adds insult to injury is that the title can change hands on a 
disqualification, countout, or referee's decision. You know that a 
referee like David Manning or Rick Hazzard, both of whom show 
obvious partiality toward fan favorites, will disqualify Rude at the 
drop of a hat. And if the match goes to a one-hour time-limit draw, 
you know the referee will rule in favor of the fan favorite. 

“PW/1 is right in not recognizing this title as a world title. With the 
exception of occasional tours of Massachusetts, Israel, Antarctica, 


and the polar ice cap, World Class promotes only in Texas. Even if 
one of the Von Erichs wins the title, it will be tainted because 
everybody knows it won't be the real world championship.” 

[The question of world titles is always a difficult one, and the 
World Class situation only serves to complicate it further. Marvin's 
letter doesn’t pose any questions, but it does reflect the opinion of 
the vast majority of the mail we’ve received regarding the World 
Class area’s “world title.”]

the WWF’s announcing crew have 
gone along with this entire story.

dent Bob Geigel. 

Ivan Koloff stated months ago that 
his nephew Nikita would not wrestle 
Magnum T.A. for the U.S. title unless 
the match was televised. ‘We want 
the chance to embarrass the dirty 
American on television before all his 
stupid fans,” said Ivan. “Then all of 
the Americans will know of the su- 
periority of the Russian people.” 

Finally, after months of talk, that 
long awaited television match ap- 
peared to have reached fruition 
when the WCW held a press confer- 
ence to announce the signing of a 
contract between T.A. and Nikita. 
But during the conference, the Ko- 
loffs verbally abused T.A.'s mother, 
who had accompanied her son. Nat- 
urally, Magnum came to his moth- 
er’s defense, but Nikita snuck be 
hind T.A. and knocked him out. As a 
result, the announcement was never 
made, 

The following day, an angry Geigel 
summoned T.A. to the NWA main 
office in Kansas City and reprimand- 
ed the U.S. Champion for his behav- 
ior. Magnum explained to Geigel 
that the Russians had insulted his 
mother and that he was merely com- 
ing to her defense. 

Geigel, however, did not accept 


this excuse and warned Magnum 
that he would have to pay the con- 
sequences for any further actions of 
this type. An enraged Magnum then 
attacked Geigel, who subsequently 
stripped him of his title. 

“Ivan and Nikita Koloff might not 
look intelligent, but they're brilliant 
men,” said promoter Jim Crockett. 
‘They're well trained in psychologi- 
cal warfare and | believe that in this 
instance they got the best of Mag- 
num. He never used to act like this.’ 

Naturally, now that Magnum has 
been stripped of the U.S. title, the 
television match will not occur, How- 
ever, the WCW has announced a 
best of seven series between Nikita 
and Magnum for the U.S. belt. 

This figures to be an epic battle, a 
series of global significance to pro- 
fessional wrestling. Of course, it also 
opens up the possibility of the U.S. 
championship falling into the hands 
of a Russian and then, Magnum 
T.A.’s greatest nightmare would be-

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Quarterfinals: Dark Journey played a 
key role in the first quarterfinal round 
match between Kamala and Jack 
Victory. Journey, of course, is no fan 
of Victory’s and has vowed revenge 
against both Victory and Lady Max- 
ine. Victory, obviously distracted, nev- 
er got untracked and Kamala scored 
the pin at 3:43. 

This wasn’t a tag team tourna- 
ment, but The Freebirds showed why 
they’re one of the most successful 
teams around. Michael Hayes was at 
ringside for Terry Gordy’s match with 
Ted DiBiase and had a tremendous 
influence in the outcome. With over 
eight minutes gone, Hayes distracted 
DiBiase, who tried to go after Hayes.
